IVonounced in full court*4&artial with open doors in the presence of 
Dr.LIE OEH iUf, Dejwty Broaecutor, and the accused, 15th November 1946. 

The Tenporary Court-martial at POilTIAKAK in the case of tlie Brosecutor, 
ratione officii, against: 

m>ADA. Tokeo, 

aged 43, chief of police at SUfGKAiTAIG, now detained 
in the IHlitaiy Brison at PCfTIAJiAK.

In view of the order dated I8th October 194^ issued by the Brosecutor 
attached to the Tenporary Court-martial at FCKfTIANAK, ccnniitting the case 
for trial by the said Court-martial. 

In view of the sunanons and writ dated 24th October 1946 whereby the 
writ and the charge contained therein were served on the accused and he 
aumnoned to appear at 8 a.m. on Thursday, 7th November 1946 before the 
Tenporary Court-martial holding session that day. 

The accused having been heard. 

In view of the docuoAnts in the case and insofar as use was made of that 
shown to and seen by the accused. 

In view of the demand by the Brosecutor read out and then handed to the 
Teoporazy Vourt-martial, to the effect that the Tenporary Court-martial 
declare the accused guilty of the war crimes: 

indiscriminate mass arrests, and 

torturing, at anyrate ill-treatment of civilians, 

and on that account sentence him to 15 years inprisonment. 

CQNSIDEEUIfC that the accused having received permission thereto by the 
Bresident of the C<»rt-martial was supported at the sitting by counsel chosen 
by himself, Ccmmander UTSUI USAO, Japanese Navy. 

In view of that which was put fomrard in his defence by the accused 
and his counsel. 

CONSIDERIIfG' that the accused is cliazged; 
that he, 

being a Japanese subject, from about the middle of July 1945 till the 
end of the war between the Netherlands and Japan, in the police-station cr 
elsevdiere in SINGKAWANG-, capital of the department, western district of 
BCHNBO, 

a. was guilty of the war crime:"indiscriminate mass arrests", by in 
October and December 1943 and January 1944 in collaboration with the 
TOKEITAI (special Japenese Naval Police) and the soldiers belonging 

"to tlie garrison in SINGKAWANG and neighboiurhood, arresting respectively 
30, 40 and 45 persons suspected of having plotted a conspiracy against 
the jEpanese rule althou^ he knew that this su^icion was based on 
very flimsy grounds and was not well founded; 

b. as head of the police in that place, charged with the investigation of 
criminal cases or having these investigated by his subordinates, 
intentionally and an\ indefinite nusber of times hit or pimaneled the 
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body or head of Chinese and Indonesians eitiier su^ected of having; 
conunitted a punishable act or being heard by him as witnesses, using 
a "bullepees" (a builds sinew), oane, stick, piece of wood or his fist, 
and by thus doing excised con^filsion in order to force a confession 
cr statement from tliem, the persons in question having suffered pain 
by these blows and pummelings applied to them by the accused: 

which acts produce a violation of the lows and custcms of war and are 
described and made punishable by art,1 Statute Book 1946 Ko,44, 

COIiSrDrKIH& that at the sitting the accused denied being guilty of 
the charge brou£)it against him, advancing that what was stated by him in 
the prel imina ry investigation was incorrectly rt^roduced in the statements 
taken down. 

CCSSIDERllG that the accused could not make it clear to the Court-martial 
why the contents of his statements have been incorrectly reproduced; 

that the Cwrt'wnartial has no reason of any sort to doubt the 
of the interpreters es^oyed in the obtaining of the said statements; 

that the Court-martial considers that the contents cf tiieae statements 
were correctly r^roduced. 

COfSIDBBIIiC that in the preliminary investigation the accused admitted 
among other things having given orders to the policemen under him to affect 
the arrest of about II 5 persons in comiecting with the discovery of the 
so-called first plot; 

that the Court-martial considers it a well-known fact that arrests 
did take place at SC^EAJZttlG- in connection with the so-called first p&ot. 

CONSIB^SItC^ that in the preliminary investigation the accused admitted 
having ill-treated arrestees and having also known that some of the policemen 
under his orders, to wit, BOJCSG bin RAfUA, BACniAH and KASIDIK, ill-treated 
arrestees without the accused having intervened. 

coisrpsarnc that witnesses WIN KAN IHIN, POEX KAP LOEK and LIM OEN KOEI 
declared on oath that they were ill-treated by the accused; 

that witness 30JCN& bin MSLk declared on oath that as a general rule 
the accused gave orders to force a confession from arrestees who did not 
wish to admit facts, by applying ill-treatment to them; 

that witness BOJCNC bin HAGIA also stated on oath that the accused 
sometimes turned to watch rhen arrestees .vere being ill-treated. 

CCTlSIDEEtlKS that the acts committed by accused as a sidiject of an enesy 
pewer, hex« Japan, tmdoubtedly constitute a violation of the laws aikl custcms 
of war, these consisting of ill-treating.civilians and causing them to be 
ill-treated, as well as having mass arrests carried out. 

CCHiSIDiSIl^ therefore that throu^ what has been weired above as well 
as by the statements on oath made by the witnesses TJIN liAli WIN, POEK KAP LOIiX, 
T.TT.T ten KOEil and BOJONG bin RAGIA, vMoh statements were read out to and seen 
by the accused, all this taken in connection oz» with another and the 
infon-'istion produced thereby, it has been legally and convlncin^y proved 
that accused was guilty of that with which he has been charged, producing the 
war crimes to be further qualified in the dictum, and provided for and made 
punishable by art. 4 Statute Book 1946 No. 45 in oonjunction with art.1 
Statute Book No,44, it^ieref ore he deserves to be punislied. 

CCl\SIDiait5G that the acts conacitted by the accused are so inter-connected 
that they must be considered as forming one continuous action, 

COliSIDESIIX^ with regard to the punishment: 

that the Court-martial has come to the opinion that by reason of his 
function as chief of police in SHtCaCAi/ANG the accused knew or at anyrate could 
have known that there was no reason to accept the existence of a plot; 
that in spite of this the accused gave his police staff orders to 
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aarry out arrests in oonneotlon ivith the plot without the accused for his 
part having pointed out to the person |{iving him the order that as head of the 
police he knew nothing about there being a plot at SIH(2vAjWNG, 

CONSIDERING' that the accused did not refrain fros ill-treating his 
arrestees in order to force an admission from them; 

that accused beat LB! TQ! XOEI witli a plaited rubber stick without 
there being any reason for such a beating even by Japanese ideas; 

that accused gave orders to the police personnel under his cooaand 
to ill-treat arrestees if they would not confess. 

CONSIDHIING that it is the opinion of the Court-martial that the 
accused behaved in a very inhuran v/ay and that it finds no reasons present 
for clemency to be shown as pleaded by counsel, because accused knew or 
could have known that as a result of the numerous arrests carried out by 
him many innocent persons died. 

COKSIDERIISG that the Court-martial is of the opinion that accused 
deserves to be severely punished .
